The Association’s Thirty-seventh Annual Spring Exhibition will be open to the public 
from Saturday, June 17 through Sunday, July 9. 

All works intended for exhibition must be delivered at the gallery, unpacked, on 
Saturday, June 10 only, between 9 A. M. and 4 P. M. 

The Exhibition will consist of original work in water color, pastel prints, drawings 
and SMALL SCULPTURE. 

Works sent from out-of-town must have all charge for carriage, packing and un- 
packing borne by the sender. 

Non-members, living within a fifteen (15) miles radius of the Gallery, may submit 
not more than (2) pictures for the approval of the Jury of Selection, provided they 
pay a five dollar ($5) entry fee. This fee is for registration and handling of pictures 
and is not returnable. 

Associate Members are not required to pay the five dollars ($5) Entry Fee. 

Jury will meet at 4 P. M. Saturday, June 10.

Each work sent must be the property of the artist and be for sale, portraits ex- 
cepted. Each must have an entry blank properly and fully filled in, bearing the 
signature of the artist and securely attached to the back. Additional entry blanks 
may be had at the Gallery. 

To facilitate cataloguing PLEASE DESIGNATE MEDIA OF EACH WORK ON 
ATTACHED ENTRY BLANK. For example: etching, etching-dry-point, aquatint, 
wood-engraving, sculpture and material used. 

All work must be properly and simply framed. Heavy or ornate frames may 
cause rejection. PLEASE SEND FRAMES WITHOUT SCREW-EYES.
